1. ADDITIONAL FONSEC SHAIKH REQUESTED CHARGE TO CALL 
ON HIM APRIL 2 AND HANDED HIM LETTER AS FOLLOWS: 

QTE DEAR CHARGE D' AFFAIRES, 

I HAVE THE HONOR TO REFER TO THE EXCHANGE OF NOTES 
DATED 15 TH JANUARY, 1963, 16 TH JANUARY, 1963 AND 7 TH 
MARCH, 1968 BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
AND THE GOVERNMENT OF PAKISTAN CONCERNING THE LOAN OF 
THE VESSEL QTE USMS MISSION SANTA CLARA UNQUOTE, T- AO-132 
BY THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES TO THE GOVERNMENT 
OF PAKISTAN. 

QTE THE GOVERNMENT OF PAKISTAN WOULD APPRECIATE IF 
THE PERIOD OF THE LOAN OF THE VESSEL IS EXTENDED FOR 
ANOTHER FIVE YEARS WITH EFFECT FROM 16 TH JANUARY, 1973. 
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QTE IF THIS REQUEST IS ACCEPTABLE TO YOUR GOVERNMENT. 

I HAVE THE HONOR TO PROPOSE THAT THIS NOTE, TOGETHER 
WITH YOUR GOVERNMENT' S REPLY CONCEURRING THERIN, WOULD 
CONSTITUTE AN AGREEMENT BETWEEN OUR TWO GOVERNMENTS. 
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QTE PLEASE ACCEPT, MR. CHARGE D' AFFAIRES, THE ASSURANCES 
OF MY HIGHEST CONSIDERATION.

2. WHAIKH SAID GOP UNDERSTOOD THAT VALUE OF TANKER 
IN QUESTION WAS MARGINAL TO USG, AND THAT IT MIGHT BE 
SCRAPPED IF RETURNED TO USG. HE SAID HE WISHED TO 
POINT OUT THAT. ON OTHER HAND, THIS WAS THE ONLY 
LOGISTIC SUPPORT VESSEL AVAILABLE TO PAK NAVY AND ITS 
VALRESSIONAL CONSENT. CSM REPORTS ROGERS' OPTIMISM 
BASED UPON GVN- DRV POL TALKS, LOW COMBAT LEVELS AND 
CIVILIAN PRISONER EXCHANGES. NYDN' S CARTER STRESSES 
ROGERS' ADMISSION THAT CONSTITUTIONAL AUTHORITY FOR 
CAMBODIA BOMBING NOT CLEAR- CUT BUT EXISTS, NEVERTHELESS. 
WP' S MARDER NOTES SECRETARY' S REFERENCE TO FACT THAT JEC 
TALKS BROKEN OFF AND HIS STATEMENT THAT " IT MAY BE THAT 

WE WON' T HAVE TO ASK FOR IT ( NVN AID) AT ALL." SUN’ S 
KEAT REPORTS ROGERS' ACKNOWLEDGEMENT THAT SITUATION 
HAS ELEMENTS OF CIVIL WAR BUT KHMER DISSIDENTS ARE ARMED 
AND SUPPLIED BY HANOI WHICH STILL MAINTAINS SUBSTANTIAL 
FORCES IN CAMBODIA. CHITRIB REPORTS SECRETARY TELLS

2. LON NON TO TAKE " ENFORCED FOREIGN VISIT,” INFORMED 
CAMBODIAN SOURCES TELL REUTERS ( CSM), AS PART OF NEW 
COALITION DEALS. NYT' S SCHANBERG REPORTS LON NON 
AT AIRPORT DENIES US PRESSURE HAD ANYTHING TO DO WITH 
TRIP AND SAYS HE PLANS RETURN IN THREE MONTHS. GENERAL 
SAYS HE WILL BRING " FRESH INFORMATION" ABOUT KHMER

AROUND TAKEO AND PP IN WAKE OF US BOMBING RAIDS. TAKEO 
SAID TO BE HOLDING UP WELL. POST ALSO REPORTS SWEEPING 
POWERS ANNOUNCED FOR NEW FOUR- MAN SUPREME COUNCIL AND 
POLITICIANS MEETING WITH COUNCIL TO DECIDE CHOICE OF 

NEW PRIME MINISTER. UPI REPORTS ( CHITRIB) FANK POSITION 
ON MEKONG EAST BANK OPPOSITE PP IMPROVED, BUT US PP 
OFFICIALS FEAR COMMUNISTS MAY LAUNCH TERROR CAMPAIGN

4. NYT REPORTS THAT WHILE HAK' S PRIMARY MISSION IN 
MOSCOW WILL BE TO DISCUSS BREZHNEV' S US VISIT, VN 
WILL ALSO BE DISCUSSED. WH OFFICIAL SAYS HAK WILL 
DISCUSS US IRRITATION OVER COMMUNIST C F VIOLATIONS 
IN SVN AND CAMBODIA. HAK DUE DEPART THURSDAY BUT 
WILL HAVE CHANCE CONSULT WITH SULLIVAN WHO RETURNS
